White House issued today a sharply 
worded statement through Stephen 
T. Early, one of the President's 
secretaries, as follows: 

“My attention has been called to 
a planned attempt, led by a certain 
notorious newspaper owner, to make 


it appear that the President pas- 
sively accepts the support of alien 
organizations hostile to the Ameri- 
can form of government. 

“Such articles are conceived in 
malice and born of political spite. 
They are deliberately framed to 
give a false impression—in other 
words, to ‘frame’ the American peo- 
ple. 

“The President does not want and | 
does not welcome the vote or sup- | 
port of any individual or group | 
taking orders from alien sources. 

“This simple fact is, of course, 
obvious. 

“The American people will not 
permit their attention to be di- 
verted from real issues to fake 
issues which no patriotic, honora- 
ble, decent citizen would purposely 
inject into American affairs.” 

Early signed the statement. He 
declined to amplify it except to say 
the article about which he had 
been informed had not as yet ap- 
peared in print. 

It was learned that the article 
referred to was written for the 
Hearst newspapers, for publication 
tomorrow.

REJECT DEMANDS 


OF SYNDIGALST 


Socialists and Communists 
Say They Can’t Consider 
Proposals to Reorganize 


Government.

MADRID, Sept. 19.—Spanish So- 


cialists and Communists turned 
down today a Syndicalist ultimatum 
to reorganize the Government into 


regional committees independent of 


the Madrid administration. 

The Socialists, in their refusal to 
consider the proposal, declared 
“those pushing such a demand 
should be regarded as traitors.” 
The Communists asserted “we can- 


not allow duality of power to exist.” 

The ultimatum, following a grant 
of Syndicalist military assistance to 
the Madrid Socialist-Communist 
government, called for decentraliza- 
tion of the Government to 
workers a direct share in public af- 
faire and compulsory conscription 
of all able-bodied men Mm the coun- 
try. 

Socialist-Communist Comment. 

“There is only one single point in 
our program,” the Socialist leaders 
said, “and that is to win a victory. 
Only after obtaining victory shall 
we be allowed to defend the politi- 
cal and social programs of the va- 
rious groups composing the left 
popular front.” 

Communists said: 

“There should only be one power 
~—namely that of the Government 
representing the left popular front. 
There also must be a single com- 
mand to co-ordinate all operations 
according to the needs of the war. 

“OUR enemies move like one man 
to obey one single command. Disci- 
pline is our primary duty. Lack 
of discipline is our enemy. We must 
maintain discipline and obey one 
power and one command,” 

Loyalist War Re ‘ 

The War Ministry announced fur- 
ther developments in the civil war 
between the Government and the 
Fascist insurgents. 

Government flyers punished Fas- 
cists in the Santa Olalla and Tala- 
vera de la Reina sectors west of 
Madrid where Socialists and insur- 
gents engaged in skirmishes. 

Government militiamen scattered 
a Fascist column attempting to ad- 
vance to the rebel stronghold of 
Oviedo. The northern city was 
fired on by Government artillery. 

Attacking Fascists were report- 
ed to have been repulsed at Ronda 
in Malaga province after an assault 
by infantry, aviation and artillery 
forces of the Government. 

Government commanders said 
their forces occupied two new stra- 
tegic positions near Peguerinos in 
the mountain range northwest of 
Madrid. 

The official daily report did not 
mention the blasting of the Alcazar 
at Toledo. 

Lights in Madrid were put out 
last night earlier than on previous 
nights because of fear of reprisal.

Rebels Says Drive to Encircle Ma- 
drid Is in Last Phase.

BURGOS; Spain, Sept. 19.—The 
Fascist junta announced today its 
northern and southern armies had 
moved into the last phase of their 
drive to encircle Madrid. 

Insurgent troops of the north, the 
junta announced, penetrated the 
Lozoya Valley south of the Guadar- 
rama Mountains which guard Ma- 
drid, after fighting Government 
troops defending the capital's prin- 
cipal water reservoir. 

The insurgents said Government 
forces now fighting in the Guadar- 
ramas were exposed to a rear at- 
tack from the valley, which lies 
to the southeast.

Many Loyalists Killed on Talavera- 
Madrid Highway. 
(Copyright, 1936.) 
TALAVERA DE LA REINA, 
Spain, Sept. 14 (By Courier to 
France). — The Talavera-Madrid 
highway, along the picturesque Al- 
berche River, is not filled with tour- 
ists, as it once was, but with the 
bodies of Government soldiers. 
These bodies are all that is left 
of the Government’s first line, 
which was to have held Talavera, 
the key to Madrid from the south- 
west. Assaulted by Fascist troops 
who were superior in everything 
but numbers, this first line of loy- 
alists cracked, leaving hundreds of 
dead along the highway.

Loyalist shells, 
from 75s (75-millimeter, or 3-inch 
guns) passed directly over our 
church tower to explode among the 
olive trees. 

With field glasses I could see the 
Leftist battery a little more than 
two miles off to the left and, swing- 
ing the glasses as the shells passed, 
I could catch the shrapnel bursts 
in the olive groves less than a mile 
to the right. 

The Fascist troops kept well to 
cover and when I passed through 
a part of the olive grove later I 
was surprised to see many of them 
sleeping quite .oundly through the 
noise of the shells, which for the 
most part fell short of the troops.

Dean told of the killing by night 
riders yesterday, declaring Harvey 
Davis, one of the defendants, stood 
at his back and would have shot 
him had he not shot Dean. Dean 
said he doubted the gossip that 
Poole had beaten his wife. This 
gossip, he said, was the legion’s ex- 
cuse for punishing Poole. 

“But I had orders to kill Poole 
and a Black legionnaire is pledged 
to die, if necessary, in carrying out 
orders,” he testified. 

Dean said that Davis, Colonel of 
the Black Legion, ordered him to 
shoot Poole, and that he was afraid 
not to “because I knew that if I 
didn’t shoot, Davis would shoot 
me.” 

“T stood near Poole with both 
my guns on him,” Dean testified, 
“and Lee (Ervin D. Lee) was a lit- 
tle back of me with his revolver 
pointing at Poole. Davis was back 
of us to see that we carried out or- 
ders. He had his gun out. 

“Poole said that he hadn’t done 
anything and Davis said ‘you're a 
dirty liar You know you beat up 
your wife and kicked her. You'll 
never live to do it again.’ 

“I thought I had better = start 
shooting and carrying out my or- 
ders and so I opened fire with both 
guns. Poole sank to the ground.”

As we pointed out the other day, the Governor's 
power to appoint such officials as Election Commis- 
sioners imposes upon him one of his most solemn 
responsibilities. Of equal weight and solemnity is 
his duty to remove such appointees when they have 
been shown to be faithless to their trust. 

The case against the ousted board is voluminous. 
It was made by private investigation, confirmed by 
the board’s own general re-canvass of the registration 
lists for the August primary, and ratified by the last 
grand jury. In its report to Judge Douglas, the 
grand jury, referring to missing, incomplete and in- 
correct records of the Board of Election ComnwWs- 
sioners, said: 

Our conclusion is that these conditions could 
not have arisen or continued had. proper super- 
vision been given by the board to its employes 
in the discharge of their duties. 

Gov. Park based his dismissal order on substan- 
tially the same ground, saying that “it appears that 
the commissioners were not diligent in supervising 
the acts of their appointees, and for this reason I 
am removing them from office.” 

Goy. Park has not only rebuked unfitness in public 
office, but in making his appointments of new com- 
missioners has demonstrated concern for the future 
protection of the ballot in St. Louis.

A rather unexpected report on the quail situation 
in Missouri comes from Wilbur C. Buford, State 
Game and Fish Commissioner, and Werner O. Nagel, 
wild life consultant. : 
Buford says the prospect for quail hunters looks 
pretty good, especially in the counties south of the 
Missouri River. In Central and North Missouri, he 
thinks, we are going to have about as many birds as 
we had last fall. 
Nagel says: “We can predict better success in the 
field for this fall than obtained in the fall of 1934. 
There are more quail, both young and old, awaiting 
the hunter.” 
Last winter, the weather was so severe and quail 
food was so scarce as to cause great fear that a 
large part of the birds would starve and freeze to 
death. The.summer was the hottest in 99 years. It 
was accompanied by an acute water shortage as 
ponds dried up and water courses were reduced to a 
trickle. 
In spite of these conditions, the quail survived and, 
if Nagel is not over-optimistic, did better than hold 
their own.

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EXPANSION OF A GROUP HOSPITAL PLAN. 
A novel low-cost insurance plan for hospital care 
was launched experimentally in New York City 16 
months ago. It provided that for payment of about 
3 cents a day, or $10 a year, workers were entitled to 
receive 21 days of hospital care annually for injuries 
and illnesses. The plan was intended to benefit both 
the workers, by providing economy and security, and 
the hospitals, by providing assured revenue and 
means of using surplus facilities. Persons concerned 
with solving the problem of relieving the economic 
strain of sickness and injury watched the undertak- 
ing with interest. 
The plan has worked so successfully that a broad 
extension is now made possible. Originally, it ap- 
plied only to individual workers. Inclusion of both 
husbands and wives, at a cost of 5 cents a day, or 
$18 a year, has been announced, with a plan for en- 
tire families, covering all unmarried children under 
19 years of age, at 7 cents a day, or $24 a year. There 
are now 197 member hospitals, and 125,289 subscrib- 
ers to the service. By use of actuarial principles, it 
has been proved possible to shift the economic bur- 
den of hospital care from individuals to groups. 
There has beén widespread discussion of how med- 
ical care may be provided for persons of moderate 
income, whose budgets often cannot meet the large 
costs necessary. The New York hospital plan appears 
to have solved one aspect of the problem.

WORKING THE OLD DIGGINGS 
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Here Come the Trailers! 


Unknown 12 years ago, a novelty five years ago, the trailer now is entering the realm 
of mass production and big business; travelers enjoy the free life on the road, 
with no taxes and little or no rent when they make camp; great variety of models 
among the 250,000 now in use; expected to bring changes in trade and society.

MERICA is today decidedly trailer-con- 
A scious. Several hundred firms are re- 

ported in the business of manufacturing 
‘them, and all of them, it is said, find it im- 
possible to keep up with the demand. Within 
the last few weeks, a large automobile com- 
pany, manufacturer of a de luxe car, an- 
nounced that it is going into quantity trail- 
er production, with the expectation of bring- 
ing prices down materially. 

Social scientists, reading reports that there 
are now some 250,000 trailers on the roads 
of the land, are wondering how long it will 
be before America becomes a nation of oc- 
casional or permanent nomads. William B. 
Stout, noted transportation engineer and 
airplane designer, who has gone into the 
trailer field, thinks that within 30 years 
half of the country’s population will be liv- 
ing in mobile houses, while Roger W. Bab- 
son, the statistician, believes this may hap- 
pen in the next two decades. 

Twelve years ago, according to the author- 
ities, the trailer was an unborn invention. 
Five years ago, it was still a novelty, and 
the few seen on the roads were practically 
all home-made. Those who operated them 
were sneeringly referred to as “tin-can tour- 
ists,” a designation which they nevertheless 
gaily adopted in their evident exuberance at 
the new prospects trailer-living had opened 
to them. But today the trailer is approach 
ing the realm of big business. 


For the professional trailerites who spend 
months at a time or the year ‘round in 
portable homes, there are special trailer 
parks in various parts of the country. Thus, 
when the Tin-Can Tourists of the World 
recently held their fourth or fifth national 
convention—they are actually thus organ- 
ized—at Sandusky, O., an immense area was 
set apart for them, equipped with water sup- 
plies, electric lights, with connections with 
their own trailer lighting systems, and other 
conveniences. This park followed the pat- 
tern of others provided by various Florida 
municipalities. 

In Sarasota, the city maintains a trailer 
park which, besides these facilities, also pro- 
vides telephone connections, plumbing, a 
community laundry, a social room and dance 
pavilion and even a canteen.

Suggestions

Crimpy Curls Is Difficult 
Operation.”

NTIL the permanent wave ir- 
[J rive it was believed that the 

greatest beauty blessing of ull 
was natuarlly curly hair, Women 
had wrestled with curling kids, hot 
irons and crimping pins to provide 
themselves with ambrosial locks that 
went limp when a raindrop fell. 


boiled wave meets every require- 
ment. When it is beautifully 
achieved it is the equal of any 
Latural undulation, better than 
those that are fuzzy. 

Mrs. Nature sometimes falls down 
on that waving business. Perhaps 
she provides but a suggestion of 
curl, in which event the finger wave 
must press in the pattern. Or she 
plays a joke on her poor victim 
and produces a frizz not unlike that 
of mattress stuffing. The  nair 
bounces out into an unruly mop.

OMETIME long before the turn 
So the century a little girl in a 

blue-frilled sunbonnet sat un- 
der an apple tree in an orchard on 
the outskirts of Hamburg, Ia., and 
dreamed aloud to two other little 
girls in sunbonnets of the day 
when she would see the world 
and everything in it. Today 
Lilie Bouton of Hamburg, Ia., 
the girl of the blue-frilled sunbon- 
net, is resting in her villa at Biar- 
ritz after writing the story of a 
life that turned out to be far more 
exciting than anything she dreamed 
of under the apple tree. In “The 
Countess From Iowa” (G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons) Lilie Bouton traces 
her fairy-tale life that led from 
the Hamburg apple orchard to the 
New York stage and from there 
through two Imperial courts of Eu- 
rope, through the hell of the Rus- 
sian revolution: and finally to the 
villa in Biarritz where she now 
lives with her third husband, a 
noted amateur bullfighter, named 
Manuelo Dionicio de Fernandez- 
Azabal. 


“The years have sped by since 
those summer days in the orchard 
of my old home and with them I 
have passed through storm and 
sunshine,” the Countess from Iowa 
reflects as she begins her memoirs. 
‘“A whole rosary of experience slips 
through my reflective mind. I have 
been feted—the incense of adoration 
has been burned at my feet. I 
have known love as it is given to 
few women to know it—and I have 
known devouring jealousy. I have 
seen the splendors of the greatest 
courts of Europe before the cur- 
tain fell on an era that has passed 
for ever. I have seen empires 
swept away. I have had a vast 
fortune lavished on me by the hus- 
band I loved, and lost it in the 
tragedy of a nation. Yet I would 
not have it otherwise. I would not 
have lived in an epoch other than 
this, which will, I believe, be khown 
to future generations as ohe of 
the greatest, the most eventful in 
the history of humanity.” 


Life for Lilie Bouton began to 
take on a Cinderella-like auality 
the day she walked into the Bald- 
win Theater in San Francisco—the 
family had moved there from Ham- 
burg, Ia.—and under the name of 
Madeline Bouton landed a role 
with a stock company then play- 
ing “Josephine, Empress of the 
French.” From then on, with few 
reverses, the girl from Iowa rose 
rapidly to fame. Charles Frohman, 
the eminent producer, listed her— 
with Virginia Harned, Viola Allen, 
Mary Hampton and-Maude Adams 
—as one of the five leading women 
associated with American drama, 
and Huneker, famous dramatic crit- 
ic, called her “the Elizabeth Far- 
| ren of the American stage.” She 
| hobnobbed with the Byrons, the 
Barrymores, Lily Langtry, Julia 
Marlowe, E. H. Sothern, and many 
other stars of the theatrical firm- 
ament of those days. And while 
starring with the famous Palmer 
Stock Co. in New York, the girl 
from the Middle-West met and 
married the Baron Guido von 
Nimptsch, member of one of the 
most exclusive noble houses of Eu- 
rope, and son of a Princess Hatz-

II by observing, in answer to his 
question as to her impressions of 
Germany, that it was a country 
which seemed “to belong far more 
to men than to women.” 


“T have always heard that Amer- 
ican women were spoilt and at 
fault in their attitude to life,” the 
Kaiser replied. “In a country which 
is ruled by men social life should 
be modeled on their requirements. 
The woman’s part is a secondary 
one. Kuche, kinder, kirche (kitch- 
en, children, church). She should 
see that she fills it worthily.” 

In recalling the incident, the 
Baroness writes: “I had only been 
presented to the Kaiser 10 min- 
utes before, and I had already 
made a ‘gaffe.’ I resolved to re- 
frain in future from any conver- 
sation other than platitudes at all 
social gatherings within the circle 
of the Court. No wonder the ma- 
jority of German women were ut- 
terly devoid of originality, I 
thought. Would I, vivid American 
girl, product of the New World, 
flesh and bone of the women who 
had ridden across the plains in the 
old covered wagons, side by side 
with their men, sharing alike their 
dangers and their rewards, earn- 
ing their freedom and equality for 
all time—ever learn to conform 
to the standards of my new coun- 
try?”

HEN, 90 years ago next Oc 
tober, it was first proved in 
public that it was possible to 
abolish consciousness, including the 
sense of pain during operations, 


hardly anyone 
outside the med- ff 
ical profession 


heard about it for 
months My 
friend, Dr. How. 
ard W. Haggard 
of Yale, has 
searched the 
files of newspa 
pers of that peri 
od without find 
ing anything ex 
cept one obscure 
little paragraph 
announcing one 
of the most 
epochal events in 
the history of the 
world. 

When early this year Dr. Leroy 
L. Hartman of Columbia Univer- 
sity announced that he had a new 
means of stopping pain in cavities 
where excavation has to be done, 
the announcement made the front 
page of United States newspapers 
and was known in Japan in a 
shorter time than the success of 
ether in 1846 was known in New 
York. The contrast is a vivid re- 


minder of the increased public in- 


ae 


terest in medical and _ surgical 
progress. 

At the American Dental Associa- 
tion meeting in San Francisco re- 
cently, the report of other dentists 
on the use of Dr. Hartman’s pain 
killer was not so enthusiastic as 
his own first report. In Chicago, 
out of 23,000 patients on whom it 
was used, 30 per cent felt no pain 
whatever, 40 per cent felt no relief 
whatever. The remaining 30 per 
cent were partially helped. 

+. 

T criticism at the meeting. But 

at least 30 per cent of relief of 
pain is something. I hope that den- 
tists will continue to use Dr. Hart- 
man’s solution even if they get no 
better results than that. And I 
hope they will keep on trying to 
find something better. I am fre- 
quently impressed with the appar- 
ent callousness of all sorts of sur- 
goons, including dentists, to tHe 
pain experienced in many minor op- 
erations. We have so many good 
local anesthetics now, butyn and 
holocain, which are not habit form- 
ing, that there is little’ excuse for 
not trying to allay pain. Even the 
first local anesthetic discovered, co- 
cainef has its uses. Few, if any, 
casea of habit formation occur from 
the use of weak solutions judicious- 
ly administered, although habit 
formation seems to be the bugaboo 
which scares the surgeon away 
from its use.
